It would be difficult to conceive of a more 
strange perversion and abuse of words, than that 
_ with which theologians have treated the two im- 
rtant words in our text, justice and judgment. 
‘he justice of Gud has beeu described to bea 
mére Being, to execute on transgressors the pen- 
alty of his law, whith the ay is endless misery. 
And judgment has been chiefly confined in ‘i's 
application as a theological term, to the future 
exercise of divine authority, when the universe 
shail be assembled,and endless death be executed 
on all whom mercy shall not snateh from justice's 
hand. But how such a use of these words has 
so long been keptin vogue among people who 
know how to read, is « curious question, which I 
shall sot now take time to wolve. The original 


_ word rendered justice snahe texty-signifies, right 
psn rendered in many places iv 
the Bible. And this is the proper meaning of 
our & $ it is right or righteousness. 

When we say that justice is done we mean that 
right has taken place. When we say thata man 
does justice to himself, we mean that he treats 
himself rightly or righteously. When we say 
' that he does justice towards others, we mean 
that he does righf by them. If we call one a 
just man, we mean that he is a righteous man. 
The substantives, justice and righteousness gener- 
ally in the scripture are rendered from the same 
_ original word, and so are the adjectives just and 

; ff righteous. 

- Concerning the word judgment, it siterally 
signifies disernment or decision. It is applied 
sometimes to a decision of what istright in par- 
ticular cases ; some’ times to the execution of such 
measurés, tewards or punishmentsy as a true de- 

dion directs; and sometimes hecause govern- 

| ment im plies decision and order, this word is used 
for government or dominion. It is used 1n this 
sense where it is said of Christ,khat he should 
set judgment in the earth, and the isles should 
wait for hislaw. It was his g t, bis king- 
dom, that should be set in the eg\th, and give 

_ laws. tothe people. In the saying; “All his ways 
are judgment,” the word is used/fpy#iscernment 
and decision in general ; mearigy’that all the

to resolve righteousness, goodness and mercy as 
applied to the Deity, into physical powers.’ ‘They 
represent that he does not choose to do particu: 
lar actions because they are-right, but that, witli- 
out reference to moral disgesition, any thing 
whieh his power might perform would be right, 
for the very reason that he had done it. 
we venture to say that such and sach principles 
uf action would be wrong, even ifthey eould, be 
exercised by a Supreme Being; they will, tell us 
that we have become bold and daring blesphe- 
mers, and shall feel the weight of God’ offen- 
ded justice, if we do not abandon such thoughts. 

Tfinenin this way by administering the bitter 
dregs of terror, so benumb our moral sense, that 
we cannot perceive why any thing done by the 
Supreme Being is right, by any other rule than 
that of his having power to perform it, then we 
shall not be startled at their requiring our assent 
to doctrines which ascribe to God unrigliteous 
principles. We may then have doctrines of'cor- 
reet moral principles fwrced down into our minds, 
without. producing disgust; as-we might - have 
bitter food forced down imw our “stomachs it we 
could first be induced to use‘a kind of drng which

*eptions do you form of the nature of this quality 
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cide which was right, and which was wrong? 
How could you know which to call a good being, 
and which an evil/being? Would¥eu say, that 
the two gods being of opposite moral dispdsi- 
tions the one who is benevolent towards the 
creatures of the universe, seeking their highest 
good, is the good Being, andthe other, the cruel 
god, who seeks the real evil of the creatures of 
the universe, is the evil Being? That the form- 
er is right, and the latter wrong? But by what 
rule would you come to sucha decision? Would 
you say that the moral disposition of the former 
is good and that of the latter bad? But your 
rule which we are now considering veill not help 
you toany such decision.—According to this 
rule you are not to judge according to right ina 
Supreme Being by consideration of his moral 
dis sosition. Any thing is right which he may 
have the power and sovereign will to do.—And 
in the case now supposed of two independent 
deities, though their moral dispositions and ac- 
tions are opposite, they both alike have the pow- 
er and the will to do whatever they perform. 
Then if power and will make right, they are 
both equally right, equally good, equally praise- 
worthy, though one is the almighty friend and 
the other the almighty foe, of the universe of 
creatures! One 1s as morally right as the oth- 
er, though one is infinitely malevolent, and the 
other infinitely benevolent, because both alike do 
what they have the power and will to do, This 
is breaking down all natural distinction between 
right and wrong. 

It is upon this principle of making right to con- 
sist in power, that all tyrants have proceeded, 
when they have been striving for the diadem of 
glory, through works of oppression and ‘rain a- 
mong mankind. Adopting this principle con- 
cerning goodness and right, suppose you go to a 
virtuous republican and christian, and pronoun-

jce the following encomiums on some earthly 
prince: “Behold the evidence of his high res 
gard ty moral right. He wrested from the hands 
of the people their hard earnings, and reduced 
them to poverty.—He has taken from them their 
liberties, and made them slaves. And for his 
daily amusement be brings large numbers be- 
‘fore him, and in various ways puts them to ter- 
ture and to, death. - See his mighty deeds of 
bload and carnage ; hearthe groans of. distress 

from his oppressed people ; and in view of such 

stupendous acts of goodness, must you not: be 

struck with the fullest conviction of his. pure re- 

gard for moral right?” Surely the publican and 

christian to whom you should deliver such a bar- 

angue, would hear you with disgust, calling éru- 

elty goodness,—and power right. 

But the heathen philosopher before mentioned, 
wha believed in two selfsexistent deities, of op- 
posité: moral dispositions, ,exercised common 
‘sense enough.to make a distiuction between right, 
and wrong.—They knew that nothing but benev-" 
ice was goodness, and that nothing but good- 
ness was right. Consequently their deity who 
was supposed to be benevolent,.seeking the good 
of all creatures, they called the good deity ; and 
his mhora] disposition they regarded as the only 
true standard of moral right. They knew also 
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thad. stuelty malevolence, A go a a | 
toe rt) maokind, was wrong, was moral evil. 


Accordingly their deity who was supposed to 
be malevolent, voseek the real misery of man- 
kind, they called the evil deity: and to imitate 
him they considered morally wrong. Thus they 
made a just distinction between right ard 
wrong. ‘ 

Such distinction we must make when we con- 
sider the ways of God, else we cannot do him 
honor, ‘To say that we would adore a disposi- 
tion in a Supreme Being to do infinite injury to 
mankind, as being just as right and praise wor- 
thy as a dispusition to do them infinite good, is 
the same as to say that he would adore a char- 
acter directly opposite to good, as being just as 
right and praise worthy as God himself. We 
should be seen to have no supreme respect to 
the Divine Being, since we should profess that 
we would respect an opposite character just as 
much as we respect the character which he sus- 
tains. 

We cannot render to God acceptable honor, 
unless we possess a power of judging between 
right and wrong, and settled and enlightened 
disposition to respect only the principle of mor- 
al right. Ifsuch a disposition we possess, we 
shall respect and adore the God and Judge of 
heaven and earth, in proportion af we obtain a” 
knowledge of his ways. For all his ways are ' 
right. He will not require us to regard’ ‘any 
thing as right which his power might be’ able to“, 
perform or which makers of religious ctéeds 
may say he will perform; nor will hé tequire . 
us to regard what he does perform as tight mete- * ‘ 
ly because he performs it, withoyt' 6u¥ ‘Grst’ tin- 
derstanding that all which he does, “he ‘does be-' ~ 
cause it is right, or because it Ly A reat-'* 
est good of his creatores.

The t iat 
given out here to prombtepresent obedience, 
and will be finally executed of God that hemay 
be true to his. word, And, wheh he annexed his 
penalty to histaw, did see what tlie result 
would be? Yes, he that most of his chil- 
dren ‘would incur the penalty, so that he should 
actually bind himself by his threateniugs to inflict 
upon thein infinite torments: et WX 
But is the evil which this threatning prevents 
on earth, as great as the evil which it inflicts in 
eternity? Admitting for the present, what is 
not the fact, that the preaching of such threat- 
wings were very efficacious herein preventing 
crime, and so of preventing present evil; is the 
evil prevented by ithere, ns great as the evil 
which the execution of it inflicts in eternity? 
No, not by infinity of odds. This then is the in- 
fliction of a greater evil, to prevent a less, which 
is opposed to right. 
Would it be right in a parent to jeopardize the 
interest of his children fer life, to_ prevent some 
javenile offences? Every man possessed of the 
least sense of moral right, would pronounce'such 
a procedure wrong. ‘The infliction of these pun- 
ishments or evils only is right, which are design- 
ed for the prevention-of greater evils, orthe pro- 
duetion of ultimate good. It is right to inflict a 
less evil to prevent a greater, but to inflict a 
greater evil to prevent a less, is wrong. If any 
wise government should find themselves admin- 
istering a code of penal laws, which produced a 
greater evil than they prevented, they would see 
their laws to be morally wrong, and would im- 
mediately abrogate or alter them. | For if the 
punishments inflicted by the government become 
the greatest of all conceivable evils in the com- 
munity, then they are the greatest of all wrongs. 
Now it will be perceived that the final and ir- 
recoverable wretchedness and ruin of mankind, 
is the greatest possible evil that eould befal them. 
Yet this, the-greatest of all conceivable evils, the 
» doctrine before mentioned asserts that God binds 
himself to execute on his children as a punish- 
ment for their failures here, which are but tem- 
porary evils. Yes, and the people who hold 
this doctrine, make these’ temporary evils of sin 
on earth to be of small umount: They discourse 
as if the difference of good and evil between vir- 
tue and vice here on earth, is hardly worth ma- 
king account of, not enough to influence. our 
choice between' the two, if it were not for the 
threatning of future endless punishment for sin. 
Hence they make out that God threatens men 
with a future infinite evil, to prevent a present 
evil which is not of consequence enough to be 
accounted of, knowing at the same time that this 
almost no evil would be hereby but partially pre- 
vented, and he would be bound to execute his 
threatened infinite calamity. But this is not the 
doctrine of Him, whose throne is righteousness. 
If they will shift their grounds, and say that 
virtue is so great a present good to man, and 
vice so great a present, evil, that it is of great 
consequence to man’s present welfare that virtue 
should be encouraged, and vice restrained ; then 
I reply, only instruct mankind to know this, and 
it is enough. They desire to enjoy good; they 
love happiness and dislike misery. And only 
let them know that virtue is an immense pres- 
ent good to them and-vice an immense present 
evil, and you remove the deception which hes 
drawn them into sin, apd present them induce- 
men ‘enough to be virtuous, So there will be 
no place for auy useful influence from your 
threateyings of future infinite punishment, 
Such is the system of God's truth. He has, 
for wise and benevolent ends, in-wrought a law 
with the constitution of our nature, and of the 
world, we live in, that executes misery upon sin, 
Bat fs hea net hound himself by his word to ex-

11. [am to speak of the judgment of God. 
Justice or righteousness, and judgmeut, are the 
habitation of his throne.—We have noticed be- 
fore, that the practice of carrying off the judg- 
ment of God to a future period of time, and ma- 
king it such a horrid display of infinite wrath as 
common opinion has held, is without countenance 
from the sefiptures. Our text alone isa suffi- 
cient refutation of such an opinion, for it teaches 
us that the judgment uf God is a co-habitant with 
righteousness. While, therefore, the righteous- 
ness of God is a morai attribute, a’ principle of 
goodness, which always aims at good—his judg- 
ment is his unerring discernment and decision of 
the proper and successful means and measures, 
to carry all ‘the intentions of his goodness into 
timely execution. He does not léave this world 
without judgment, and put all jadgment off to a- 
nother. “He is a God,” says.the author of our 
text, “that judgeth in the earth.” Yes, ard 
Moses testifieth, “that all his ways are judg- 
ment.” He metes unto us such blessings as his 
judgment seeth best, and such afflictions as he 
judgeth to be for ‘our final good. He bestows 
such rewards as he judges to be needful. And 
he shall bring forth judgment unto victory. 
‘When sin shall be closed, transgression shall cease, 
And the universe filled with love, joy and peace.’ . 
Finally, my brethren, the safety of the universe 
hangs on this truth, that God judges and rules 
in righteousness—with the understanding that 
right 1s something different from wrong, that it 
is a regard for the good of the sentient creation. 
This.is the strong hold of otr faith and hope.— 
Though we have been accused of disliking the 
justice of God, yet we know that the assurance 
that the Lord is.a just, a righteeus Ged, is our 
soul’s calmn rest. 

| Here too we have a standard of moral right, 
by which for us to regulate ourselves—Remem- 
ber this, my friends, in all coming life. If at 
any time you have the power in vour hands to 
injure a fellow creature, do not forget the doc- 
trine you profess, and get into the spirit of those 
human doctrines, which make right to consist 
in power. Be inpractice what you profess to be 
in theory—A Universauist. I ask uo more of 
you. This is enough. Imitate God who will do 
right, and whose principle of right is a disposi 
tion to do good. ‘In all things, whatsoever ye 
would” &c. “do ye so to them,” for this is right: 
“This,” says Jesus, *is the law and the proph- 
ets.”

In our last our readers will remember that a 
request was made by a very respectable corres- 
pondent that we would treat on the subject of 
bprofanity. We feel grateful to him for his sug- 
gestion: We sincerely wish that our friends 
general when they see evils in society, or think 
of other important subjects that they would take 
the same liberty. We mean to do ail in our 
power to reform mankind; but many evils after 
all escape our notice. This vice, especially, is 
seldom practiced before ministers of the gospel. 
They see the best side of human nature. But 
we shall proced, without further remarks to our 
work. This vice exists to some considerable 
extent in society, and we regret to say thaf itis 
even found among Universalists, a class who 
who ought to be the best men in community, for 
they believe in the best doctrine that ever was 
proclaimed in our world.

2.. Profanity brings the name of God into con-_ 
tempt, and is a direct violation of the Scriptures, 
The language of inspiration is, “Thou shalt not” 
take the name of the Lordjthy God ja vain: for 
the Lord will not hold him guiltless that taketh 
his name in vain.’ (Exod. xx. 7.) What a ter 
rible thought it is the name ofthe great and good’ — 
being that governs the universe is treated with 
indifference and contempt. Where isthe A- 
merican, for instance, who could hear the name 
of Washington treated irreverently? Yet we 
take the name of the great Benefactor of the 
world on the most trifling occasions, and even 
in our sports! 

To remedy this evil, a little consideration 
only is necessary. It may be urged in excuse 
for this vile practice that oaths and curses are 
intended only as mere expletives, which serve 
to round a period, and give a grace and spirit 
to conversation.. But we should remember the __ 
Being whose name we take. He isthe great’ 
Father of mankind and the source of all our 
blessings. Instead of profaning his name we 
should render to him the highest praise and — 
the most exalted adoration. hs. 

We sincerely believe that the doctrine of — 
Universalism is the only sentiment that will 
completely cure this evil, and yet we are sorry 
to say many professing this doctrine are guilty 
of profanity, such believers are only theoretical 
Universalists. ‘Well did St. James say, ‘But 
the tongue can no man tame; it is an unrul 
evil, full of deadly poison. Therewith biess 
we God, even the Father; and therewith curse 
we men, which are made after the similituds 
of God. Out of the same mouth proceedeth 
blessing and cursing. My _ brethren, these 
things ought not soto be. Doth a fountain 
send forth at the same place sweet water and 
bitter? can the figtree, my brethren, bear olive 
berries? cither a vine, figs? so can no fountain 
both yield salt water and fresh. Who is a 
wise tnan and endued with knowledge among 
you? Let him show out of a good conscience 
his works with meekness of wisdom.’ 

But the curious inquirer may ask for the | 
origin of this vice. We think, if it did not ori« 
ginate from, it is kept in existence by the pul- 
pit and the bar.

‘When a witness is called to the bar he is obli- 
ged to sWear that he will tell the truth; yes, 
men are even forced to take the name of God 
in vain!’—Where is the propriety of such,a 
measure? certainly, itcan have no. influence 
én an honést man, and none on a dishonest 
man; for the former will speak the. truth with- 
out swearing, and the latter will, not though 
you should impose on him a thousand oaths! 
What is most singular and astonishing is, that 
we make men swear in court, and punish 
them for swearing ouf. This is one among the 
many absurdities in our common law. 

But we must leave this,subject. We have 
said more than we intended, but we believe 
not more than wag both useful and necessary, 
The hints we have thrown out respecting legal 
swearing we intend to pursue on some other 
occasion. :

ly and candidly, if indeed you are capable of ex- 
ercising candor, I now offer you ten dol’ars. for 

either and each of the above ges, whener- 

er you shall find them in the bible, and give in~ 

formation of your success to the editor. 

There are other parts of your communication 

which richly merit severe reproof; but,as the 

editors have requested of their correspondents 
to make their acticlés as short as possible, I shal?

Universalists, and if your misquotations and ad-- 
ditions of seripture language, and your palpable:

to oppose proceeds from this ignorance, you are 
entitled to pity and forgivness, provided you en- 
deavor, in future, by a diligent and prayerful 

study of the bible, and a candid examination of 
the writings of Universalists, to get rid of your 
ignorance, and improve your understanding by 
a knowledge of truth. But, on the other hand, 
if, as there is great reason to fear, you cannot 
plead ignorance in extenuation of your fault, let 
me sincerely advise you to make what repara-. 
tion youcan, by a candid seknowledgement to 
the editor of your abuse to him; but. above all, 
Tentreat you to humble yourself before a holy 
and righteous God,. and with tears of anguish 

for your great wickedness implore: forgivness of 
your sins, “if God peradventure will give” you 

“repentance tothe acknowledging of the-truth.” 
That these few remarks, dictated by ne other 
feelings than those of friendly regard for your 
best interest, here and hereafter, may be blessed:

Have you atten- 
ded our meetings: Sir, atid~ heard our ministers 
preach? » If you bave, you know that your stute+ 
ments,are gross misrepresentations, and I had 
almost said falsehoods, but to charge a pefson of 
your age with downright lying, sounds very harsh, 
besides, I do not wish to copy your example. A- 
gain, If your prejudices have not allowed you to 
go and hear for yourself, pray inform us how you 
attained a knowledge of these things?

We do 
not make God a liar by disbelieving the record 
he gave of his son.” ‘‘And this is the record 
that God hath given to us eternal life, and this 
life isin his son,” first epistle of John, 5th 
chapter 19th verse. You say we deny the 
doctrine of total depravity. Very true, we do 
deny it, because it is not found in the Bible, 
and is contrary to reason. We are also oppos- 
ed to the spirit of fanatacism, which is driving 
people to distraction and suicide. Again, you 
speak of the “bar of God,” Ido not know 
where you find any such passage except it be 
in the limitarian dogmas. | find no bars between 
me and my God, and I am confident I shall not, 
so long as I listen to the voice of his mercy.

ings, us they are the greatest advocates for the eternal 
perpetuation of bis existence, and the multiplication of 
his subjects, But.to the series of articles in quéstion.—
